Robert Byers, 
purser of the steamer Pomona, lies at 
the recoiving hospital in a precarious 
condition from the effects of taking 
two full ounces of chlorofomm. The 
steamer arrived in port this morning, 
and Byers obtained a four-ounce 
vial of chloroform, half filled, from 
the steward on the pretext that 
he wanted it for some harmless pur- 
pose. Late in the morning one of the 
waiters on the vessel went to the pur- 
ser’s stateroom to make the bed and he 
found Byers lying down. His groans 

ave evidence that he was in deep pain. 
The empty vial of chlorotorm told the 
story. 

Capt. Hall was notified and a physi- 
cian summoned immediately. Byers 
was sent to the receiving hospital. 
The physicians applied antidotes and 
these revived Byers. The chloroform 
burned his throat and stomach fright- 
fully, and caused a seyere hemorrhage. 
Byer’s recovery is doubtful, He wasa 
single man of about 28 years, and 


lived with his parents here. Byers 
had been in the employ of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany for a number of years,

The Supreme Court returned 
the remittitur, holding tha} the instrue- 
tions of the lower court to the jury 
were in error and that the evidence 
upon which Stewart was convicied was 
irrelevant, incompetent and > 
terial. In God’s name, if the evidenc 
of victims is irrelevant, incompetent 
and immaterial, what, an outraged and 
indignant public sentiment will ask, 
can be considered material? Suppose 
that Judge Aitken, who presided at 
the trial, had excluded this testimon 
as incompetent, irrelevant and 
terial, would he not have been charg 
with seeking to shield this wretch se 
the consequences of his acts, and woul 
he not have been visited with the in- 
dignation of his fellow-citizens? Is it 
any wonder that the people and the 
press, goaded to desperation Db 
the escape of men charged with 
infamous crimes through the loop- 
holes which technicalties create, 
should express their resentment 
against courts, juries and Jawyers, in- 
discriminately? -The-—-people - know 
that something is radically wrong. 
They know that crimes go unpuuishe 
that the inevitable consequence is t 
increase the peril to fife and honor an 
property from marauders thus 
boldened. They do not always loo 
at the cause; they care nothing for th 
cause; they simply see results; the 
know that the purpose for which ou 
laws are enacted is thwarted day af 
day, and that brutes who ought to 
behind . bars like caged 


tain the justice which our courts seem 
powerless to effect.

to join the dancers. Royer sent 
an extra guard of 100 scouts, 
but iu-spite of this the Indian 


village melted away during the night, 
and this morning over two-thirds of 
the 3000 who were here last night haa 
disappeared. It was learned that the 
hostiles had moved their camp into the 
Bad Lands, and there await the 
coming of the troops. The scouts 
say that the region is better adapted 
for the Indlan’s purposes than the 
lava bedsin Oregon. It is an utterly 
barren region of precipitous cliffs and 
cafions. Few white men are. ac- 
quainted with it, but the Indians 
know it perfectly. The fact that it 
will be possible for the Indians from 
there to continue raids on settlers on 
the surrounding lands with impu- 
nity constitute the reason, according to 
the correspondent, why the troops 
should push after the Indians now. 
The scout who brought the informa- 
tion of the movement said that the hos- 
tiles had slaughtered S00 head of cat- 
tie, mostly Government property. 
Gen. Brooke today received a dis- 


patch from Gen.. Roger, warn- 
ing him that about one thous- 
and Cheyenne warriors are 


on the way from the Cheyenne Reserva- 
tion to join the hostiles. This was the 


day set for the appearance of the Mes-

People little know what a terrible 
power rests in the hands of a hansom 
cabman. They will realize it now when 
they hear how sternly and, it must be 
added, how usefully it was applied in the 
case of one William Jones. It appears 
that this person, who described himself 
as a commercial traveler, hired a hansom, 
and was driven about the town for sev- 
eral hours. or certain reasons the 
cabman suspected that there was some- 
thing wrong about his fare. So what 
did he do but let down the front glass 
lights, and keep them down, thereby 
effectually imprisoning tho vainly pro- 
testing traveler. He then drove to the 
Peckham police station and gave up his 
prisoner. 

He had done well, for William Jones 
turned out to be a very bad character; 
in fact,an old and convicted burglar, 
whose suspicious movements had lately 
attracted the serious attention of the po- 
lice. Brought up at the Lambeth police 
court, on the charge of being disorderly 
and as a person under police supervision, 
supposed to be getting his livelihood by 
dishonest means, he was sent to prison 
with hard labor for twelve months.

THE SEQUOIA NATIONAL PARK. 

In regard to California’s new na- 
tional park the report says: 
t& By act of Congress, approved September 
25, 1890, the tract of land in the State of 
California described as township 18 south, 
aud ranges 30 and 31 east, and also sections 
31,82, 33 and 34, in township 17 south, aod 
range 30 east, and, by act of Congress, 
approved October 1, 1890, the adjoining 
tracts described as townships 15 and‘l6 
south, ranges 29 and 30 east, aud also town- 
Ship 17 south, range 30 east, except above- 
mentioned seétions 31, 32, 33 and 34, have 
been set apart for a public park. re 

The park was nut given a name by the 
act, and the Secretary finding it necessary 
in establishing the required rules and r 
lations for its goverument to give a game to 
the reservation, calied it the Sequoia Na- 
tional Park. ‘Ihe reason for thus naming 
the park is more weighty than that it is the 
pame of the trees, for the trees themselves 
were cailed Sequvia by Endlicher iu honor 
of a most distinguished Indian of the half 


the inventor of the Cherokee alpia-. 


Sequoyah, meaning “he guessed it,” was 


the Lugiish method of spelling the Indian’s. 


name, abd in transferring it to the tree the 
eminent botanist gave ita Latin terminal 
with substantially the same pronunciation 
asin English By designating the park 
according tothe tree the delicate and ap- 
propriate honor conferred by the scientist 
in Daming the greatest of America’s trees 
after the most inteliectual ot the aborigines 
who dweit amid our forests, receives # na- 
tional sanction, aud asthe towering sbait 
reared by nature remains a living monu- 
ment to the iame of the “Cadmus of Amer- 
ica,’”’ it is maiptained and protected by vur 
nation’s respect and liberality. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 
The Secretary says, in regard to the 
Nicaragua canal: 


On the 3d day of June, 1889, preliminary 
work of construction began at Greytown, 
and on the 8th of October the work of exca- 
vation was commenced. ‘The government 
of the Republic of Nicaragua has ofliciaily 
recognized and deciared by decree the com- 
mencewment of construction of the canal in 
accordance with the tefims of the concession. 

The company has established permanent 
headquarters at Greytown, erected store- 
houses, hospitals, dwellings and other 
buildings, constructed several miles of 
aqueduct, cleared parts of the San Juan and 
Deseado rivers, built several miles of 
broad-gauge railroad and thirty-five miles 
of telegraph line, and cleared the first 
part of the route of the “canal. A 
large quantity of machinery, tools, 
lumber, piles, and other materials 
necessary for the establishment of the plant 
to be used in construction, has been lauded 
at Greytown. A complete hospital service 
and ambulance corps has been organized in 
Nicaragua and sanitary arrangements in 
and about camps and headquarters have 
been perfected. : 

The work and statistics will appear in the 
report for the present. year, to be 8 to 
the next session of Congress. — 


THE NAVY DEPARTMENT, 


Secretary Tracy’s Annual Report to 
the President. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—[By the As-. 


sociated Press.} In an annual report 
of great length Secretary of the Navy 
‘Tracy gives much interesting infor- 
mation about the new navy. Among 
the uncompleted craft special mention 
is made of the armored cruiser New 
York as a vessel in which has been at- 
tained the unusual combination of 
great offensive and defensive power 
with extraordinary coal endurance and 
high speed. Her armament is une- 
qualed by any ship of the cruiser type 


in the world, and it gives her chances 


not to be dispised, should she be driven 
to encounter battle-ships, 

Three battle-ships are now building, 
onein San Francisco, which are de- 
clared to be vessels whose equal as 
fighting ships does not exist today. 
There are others of greater size, none 
ot greater power or efficieucy. Much 
space is also devoted to the triple- 
screw protected cruiser, which a for- 
midabie armament, enormous horse- 
power, speed faster than any ocean 
greyhound now in existence, and a 
coal endurance which, with ordinary 
cruising time, gives her an endurance 
of 103 days, ora radius of action of 
25,520 knots. Six ships like her would 
exterminate the commerce of any 
country under the present conditions 
of commerce protection. 

ARMOR FOR WARSHIPS.

Regarding armor, the Bethlehem | 


Iron Company is still disappointing 
the department in getting its plant 
completed, The time now fixed for 
the completion is July 1891, nearly two 
years after the contract time. An- 
other contract has been made with 
Carnegie, binding this firm to begin 
the delivery of armor in June next, 
and deliver 500 tons in a month there, 
after. If both firms come up to ex- 
pectations it will take two years from 
July 1891 to compiete the armor for 


| ships now authorized. 


The report deals at length with ex- 
periments with compound nickel and 
steel plate. Before entering upon ex- 
tensive purchases it was.thought wise 
to muke further tests, and nickel 
amounting in value to about $59,000 
has been purchased. No more will be 
procured until complete and exnaus- 
tive experiments demonstrate the suc- 
cess of the plate beyond doubt. 
ORDNANCE MATTERS. 
In discus. «g ordnance matters, the 
Secretary particularly calls attention 
to the reduction in the cost of making 
guns and carriages which the Wash- 
ington Gun Factory has accomplished. 
To take a single instance, the Govern- 
ment, under the old contract, paid 
$5500 per gun for the manufacture of 
eight-inch rifles. The Washington 
Gun Factory in 1868 manufactured 
them for $5165, and this year for 
2772. ‘The armor-piercing projectiles 
hitherto received from private firms of 
this country having proved unsatis- 
factory, a contract has been made for 
a quantity of the foreign design, to 
be manufactured in this country, 
while the Department will still en- 
deavor to bring about arrangements to 
secure a satisfactory American pro- 
jectife. : 
RAPID-FIRING GUNS. 
The diversity of rapid-firing guns has 
led the department to look with favor 
upon the plan to limit the smaller 
rapid-firing pieces to 6-pounder and 
1-pouuder caliber, and 47and 37-milli- 
meters as sooh as practicable. The 
Hotchkiss Company not having been 
able yet to produce satisfactorily How- 
ell torpedoes, arrangements have been 
made with the Whitehead Company

When 
the Hotchkiss Company perfects theirs 
they will be given tests.

Regarding personal service, the Sec- 
retury repeats his recommendations of 
Chief of Engineers Melville and other 
heads of bureaus for an increase in the 
number of officers and equalization of 
salaries. 

THE NAVAL MILITIA. 

Considerable space is given to the 
naval militia, the want of whicb is de- 
clared to be one of the most Ya de- 
fects of our system. Mefefence is 
made to the active interest in the sub- 
ject in some Eastern States and on the 
Pacific Coast in the past two years, and 
tho Secretary says that all that is 
needed issucn actionon the part of 
Congress as will put the naval militia 
on the same footing as the land militia, 
There is every reason to believe that 
with proper encouragement the creation 
of anaval militia will be assured. 

General estimates for the support of 
the navy, including public works and 
the marine corps tor the next fiscal year, 
show a total of $1,352,596 less than last 
year and $156,000 less than the current 
year appropriation. The estimates for 
the increase of the navy are $18,671,000, 
against $9,386,000 for last year. The 
largest part of this increase, however, 
is for payments on outstanding con- 
tracts. 
COAST DEFENSES, 

The Secretary draws especial atten- 
tion to the necessities of the most yul- 
nerable points along our coasts for ad- 
equate protection from foreign fleets. 
No land force, however resolute or 
numerous, could be effective. Even 
when ail the ships now authorized are 
completed we should not have a fight- 
ing chance, our line of defense being 
solong and its parts so divided and 
remote. Nothing short of a force of 
battle-ships numeroys enough to be dis- 
tributed in separate ®elds of attack and 
able to concentrate ®n any threatened 
poiut within their own field will prove 
@ complete protection. The type of 
ship the Department suggests for har- 
bor defense purposes is an enlarged 
‘Puritan’ of not more than fourteen 
to sixteen feet draught and with heavy 
armor aud armament. These ships 
should be exclusively for local purposes 
and have a station from which they 
should never be absent. They coulda 
keep the enemy at bay until battle- 
ships could arrive. This type is less 


answers as no other type can 
the requirements of American 
harbors. Furthermore the move- 
ment toward the creation of a naval 
militia would receive additional 
strength and encouragement from the 
creation of this national force. The 
harbor defense ship would be the rally- 
ing point, drill hall and naval school 
for young men who had shown earn- 
estness in the organization of naval 
militia. It should be their privilege to 
become the principal source of supply 
for the complement-of both officers and, 
men of their local ship, and the result 
would be in addition an incalculable 
strength to the naval resources of the 
If such a plan is adopted it 
is reasonable to believe that Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
New Orleans, San Francisco and the 
cities on Puget Sound would become 
centers of naval strength, instead of 
being as they are today, conspicuous 
examples.of maritime weakness, and 
inviting attack.

Themain point is the re- 
quirement that every immigrant shall 
obtain a cer ificate from some United 
States Consulor diplomatic representa- 
tive, without which he cannot land in 
this country. ‘The bill is framed to se- 
cure a rigid euforcement of its provi- 
gions. 


What to Plant for Profit. 
{Oatario Record. } 

The Farmer and Dealer sent out 
letters of inquiry in regard to the most 
profitable varieties of fruit to plant in 
uw ten-acre orchard. Among the replies 
received is the following, from Ontario: 

“If you were going to pliant twenty 
acres of fruit for home use and profit, 
what would you plant. ?”’ 

In my reply totbis question I will 
speak only of the San Kernardino Val- 
ley; and, first, of the foothill sections, 
or those parts which are, admittedly, 
preéminently adapted to citrus fruits, 
with a sufficient water right; and, 
second, of the dirv ranches or irrigated 
sections, excluding moist lands, which 
are best adapted to grain, grasses, etc. 

On foothill land I would plant orange 
and lemon, because abundance of land 
can be bad for deciduous fruits in sec- 
tions where orange is more precarious 
aud at less cost. In view.of the prob- 
able demand of Eastern markets, I 
would divide the varieties, say oue- 
fourth Washington Navals, one-half 
Harts’s Tardiff or Valencia late, and 
one-fourth Villa Franca lemon. If 
Jemon not desired, would fill - its place 
with oranges of the following varie- 
ties: Jaffa, St. Michaels, Parson 
Brown and Dancy’s ‘l'ongerine. ‘Then 
for home use, I would put in a tree or 
two of such varieties as Maita Blood, 
Mediterranean Sweet, Homasussa, Mag- 
num Bonum and Satsuma, so as to 
have a successiou of ripe fruit for six 
months. 

On soil of a porus, gravelly or saudy 
nature I would have no choice between 
swect or sour stock. My observation 
hes been that on such soil the sour or 
Fiorida stock makes as vigorous growth 
as sweet or home-grown stock. But 
on heavy soil I would not plant sour 
stock. 

Under the second heading I would 
plant prunes, peaches and grapes or 
figs in the order named—say ten acres 
of prunes, five acres of peaches and 
five acres of gtapes and figs. 

In this brief letter I cannot give my 
reasons for these conclusions, but thev 
are based on experience and observa- 
tion in this valley, and in the varieties 
chosen may, be modified to suit some 
other conditions, but J would confine 
my choice to the line of special rather 
than diversified fruit raising.

On any subject technical, historical, 
biographical or otherwise, but what 
the world is told that iis publication 
will filla void in literature that was 
painful while it existed. There ap- 
pears to beno class of people in any 
profession or employment exempt from 
is often termed

Fruit Drying 
| Essay by J. L. Mosher, San José.] 

The drying and preserving of fruits 
is one of the greatest leading indus- 
tries of our State, and no other indus- 
try has so great a tuture before it. 

The words ‘“‘dried fruits’ do not 
seein to be the proper ones for express- 
ing the quality of the evaporated iruits 
of today; for they are much different 
from the old style of the **dried truits”’ 
ot our childhood. The masses have to 
be couvinced of the superiority o1 our 
evaporated fruits in order to overcome 
the prejudices of the “dark brown, 
surivelied, and dried-up article” that 
has ‘become so famous in ‘‘song, 
jest, and poetry,”’—tough a3 
leather, requiring hours of stew- 
ing and boiling to make them 
palatable, and then possessing but lit- 
tie of the natural taste of the fruit. 
With ao ovaporator it does not require 
any great amount of skill to produce 
a most excellent article, superior to all 
other ways of curigg fruit, and rival- 
ing, as it does, the ordinary canned 
goods, With an evaporator it is very 
essential to have a draught of air hot 
enough to keep the fruit’ moist, and 
still carrying off the moisture. The 
more rapid the evaporation, the 
better the result, both -in color and 
flavor, as the starch by the evaporation 
of the water is quickly converted into 
sugar, ‘The sluwer the evaporation, 
the less sugar is retained in the fruit, 
and for this reason a cold draught of 
air should never pass over the fruit. 
The velocity of air passing tbrouch, 
when drying, should range about 900 
feet per minute. If the air loaded 
with moisture becomes stationary, 
evaporation ceases. The temperature 
should not exceed 200° F.

Befor@ packing, the fruit 
should be dipped in hot water for a 
few seconds to kill all germs and insects, 
and spread outto dry. The advantage 
in evaporated fruitis, that itcan be 
shipped over the world without danger 
to its preservative qualities, and at a 
great saving incost of freight, com- 
pared to the canned goods. In canned 
goods the fruit lacks ripeness, and 
sugar has to be added. In evaporation 
the fruit can be entirely ripe, and the 
natural fruit sugar retained while dry- 
ing; and again, evaporated fruit is a 
pure article, and, when soaked in 
water a short time, will resume nearly 
its original proportions. Taking ail 
this into consideration, evaporation is 
the process of the present. 3

A mild form of la grippe prevails in 
Pasadena, but our exceptional climate 
operates as it did last winter to prevent 
the malady assuming its dangerous 
form. La grippe is now on its second 
circuit round the earth. Itis at pres- 
ent touring through the West Indian 
Islands and is making itself especially 
felt in the Island of Jamaica. A 
New York paper. states. that 
et have been a great many cases in 

ingston, and last week many of the 
prominent busivess men of the city, 
including the Postmaster-General of the 
island, were prostrated by the malady, 
some of them having been confined to 
their rooms for several days. A simi- 
lar state of affaits is reported from 
other towns andé districts, and the 
disease has evidently taken full posses- 
sion of the island. Although the dis- 
ease is reported to be very widely 
prevalent, it does not seem to be of 
such a severe nature as was the case in 
New York. 

La grippe made its appearance in 
Panama and Colon last March, but did 
not obtain much of a footing; there 

— were but few cases, and those of a mild 
type. Probably the intense heat of the 
tropical spring and summer prevented 
the spread of the disease, or perhaps 
the grippe got discouraged’ at the strong 
competition it had to meet in the varied 
types of malignant disease that are 
such a notable feature of the isthmus.

Nuts of the United States. 
[Prairie Farmer.] 
- The Department of Agriculture has 
reports from different parts of every 
State and Territory concerning the 
production of wild and cultivated nuts, 
and will embody the information in a 
bulletin soon to be issued by the Po- 
mological division. In Central Cali- 
fornia almond orchards of from 2000 to 
5000 trees are not unusual, and in the 
southern portion of the same State the 
Madeira nut, or English walnut, as it 
is more commonly called, is cultivated 
in orchards of from 100 to 1500 trees. 
From most of the other States, also, 
the Madeira is reported to be grown 
for nut production. On Staten 
Island the same nut is marketed 
green for pickling and for cat- 
sup. The pecan is grown in or- 
chards and groves in the South-central 
and Southwestern States; while the 
pinon, or pine nut, though quite un- 


is marketed in immense quantities in 
the cities of the Pacific slope. By se- 
lection and culture, nuts are found to 
improve almost as readily as fruits. 
Thin shells and increased size: are the 
most common results of improvement. 
The pomologist of the department 
will glad to add to the list of per- 
sons to receive the bulletin the names 
of such as furnish concise reports on 
matters relative tonutculture. Otbers 
who are interested ma gph the 
bulletin .when ‘publishe pplying 
to the Secretary ash- 
ington, D. C., or to the pomologist 
direct. 

Nuts for planting, the pomologist of 
the Department of Agriculture says, 
should invariably be selected for su- 
periority of size, flavor or thinness 
of shell. As early as possible after 
their maturity they should be placed 
in boxes of soil, the conditions of 
moisture and depth which are pro- 
vided being closely patterned after 
those furnished by nature in the for- 
ests. The chief object of the box is 
to prevent mice aud molds from dis- 
turbing the nuts before the tap-root 
has begun its growth. The boxes of. 
imbedded nuts should be sunk to the 
level of the surface in some place pro- 
tected from pigs, squirrels and chick- 
ens. In the spring, when bursting 
open with the growing germ, the 
nuts may be transplanted to the nur- 
sery row or tothe spot in which the 
trees are desired to stand. A-bulletin 
on nut culture is soon to be issued by 
the department. Concise reports on 
matters kindred to the subject will 
be acceptable to the pomologist and 
will insure for the sender a copy of the 
bulletin when published. 


Two gentlemenof Los Angeles came 
to Monrovia a few days ago, hired a 
team and a driver and started out on a 
hunt throughout the valley for young 
orange stock. They visited Duarte, 
Azusa, Covina, Giendora and else- 
where in the neighborhood, and bought 
up all the good budded trees they could 
find, paying $2 each therefore. Then 
they went east to Pomona and Ontario 
and on to Redlancs and Riverside. It 
looks as though there was going to be 
.a boom in orange-planting this winter.
